Both 
men are of the Fraaco-Spanish type, 
common in South American countries. 
They said that they both left New Or- 
leans four days ago. 


On July 27 Magan went to Lastell. 


He said that he was Ralph Diaz and 
that he anil others were lu the em- 
ploy of the Argentine government at 
Buenos Ayres, and while thus em- 
ployed they became possessed of ?100,- 
000 In gold bricks. 


The saloonkeeper fart and purchased 


a one-third share in the gold bricks 
for $7,000 cash. When he found that 
he had been swindled by thhe old gold 
brick game, 'he notified the New Or- 
leans police. 


One of the men supposed to be a 


member of the gang died suddenly in 
New Orleans of heart iMiure, sup- 
posed to have been superinduced by 


' the excitement attendant on this trans- 


action with Lastell. His name was 
Jose Maria Mayano. The police of this 
city -were notified that the baggafe of 
fche gang "who 'had departed 'had been 
taken by the Pennsylvania company. 


Two days later the police were fur- 


ther informed that John Martinez, 
alias GonzaJes, was supposed to be the 
leader of the gang and that an un- 
known man had sent a postal card to 
Ivan Antonid Magan rn New York.
